TMenewens al sy pligte moes hy onder 
andere ook onder leiding van mnr. 
Slater, ons Provinsiale Sekretaris, 
verantwoordelikheid vir die Biblio- 
teekdiens aanvaar. n Nuwe Biblio- 
teekordonnansie is in 1955 aanvaar 
en in werking gestel. Mnr. Levyns, 


saam met mor. Slater, was in n groot 

mate verantwoordelik vir die opstel 

van hierdie model-ordonnansie. 
Gedurende die tydperk April 1955 


tot September 1958 het die Biblio- 
teekdiens baie nou in kontak met 
mnr. Levyns gewerk. Gou het ons 
agtergekom dat hy, n kenner van boeke 
soos maar selde vandag aangetref 
word, is. Hy het van die begin af 
getoon dat hy die breé funksie van n 
biblioteekdiens verstaan en alles in 
werking wil stel om dit te verwesen- 
lik.

SOME AUDIO-VISUAL THOUGHTS 
ON BOOKS

H.L. Oppenhein * 


"Aren’t your library users lucky!" and "If we had only 
had all these pictures and gramophone records and films 


in my days!" 


This is a standard reaction which makes 


one watch one’s own efforts with something like suspicion. 
Maybe we are spoiling our public - maybe we overwhelm 
them with all these visual and acoustical stimulants - 
after all, they managed quite well before audio-visual 


material entered the library. 


Did they? M. Reitz in her article 
on Picture Books in "The Cape Libra- 
rian" of August 1958, which touched 
on some of the wider aspects of audio- 
visual library work, found herself 
faced by exactly the same question 
when she wrote: "It is difficult to 
imagine that children in bygone cen- 
turlies grew up without the attractive, 
gaily coloured picture books such as 
are on display now", 

Seen in the larger historical 
context of several centuries, the 
question might be answered by such 
terms as "limited imagination" and 
"familiarity". It would appear that 
within the narrower boundaries of 
homeland, mother-tongue, national 
literature, the reader, and quite 
especially children, first met books 
which originated in their own small 
world. They read of things which 
they knew, to which they brought 
their own experience and imagination, 
which they could "illustrate" with 
Pictures which existed already in 
their minds. A child living in a 


German village at the edge of the 
forest could hear and read Grimm’s 
Fairy Tales and "see" them without 
any picture at all because it had 
felt the lurking presence of the wolf 
and the evil dwarf in the deep 
shadows of the forest. 

What pictures did the reader need 
who lived or travelled in the England 
of Dickens, the Scotland of the Waver- 
ley novels, who knew the moors of 
Fmily Bronté and the civilized world 
of Jane Austen’s manor houses and 
towns? If writer and reader belong 
to the same world, the same landscape 
and climate, then the reader shares 
images and symbols with the writer; 
they both "see" the same picture in 
their minds and there is no need for 
illustration. 

We do not have to apply this 
geographical unity between writer and 
reader in too narrow a sense. Not 
only the Scandinavian child can fol- 
low in its mind Nils Holgerson’s 
flight with the wild geese but any 
child in the Northern hemisphere can

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visualise it better than the South 
African child who cannot be expected 
to "see" a setting which is complete- 
ly outside its visual experience. 


VISUALISATION 


Our modern world has shrunk. Our 
reading sphere has widened beyond 
narrow parochial and geographical 
confines, and an ever growing number 
of translations has overcome the 
limitations of the mother-tongue. 
The reader is faced with the task of 
visualising settings of remote and 
strange scenes and countries to which 
he does not bring any visual ex- 
perience. How many South Africans 
can visualise or feel what "snowbound" 
means? A reader in the heart of 
Africa cannot "imagine" a wind-swept 
beach any more than a suburban house- 
wife in Central Europe the life on 
an African farm. 

The great writer, the true poet, 
can compel the reader to share his 
imagination but we can safely assume 
that, with today’s colossal book 
production, the percentage of great 
writing is infinitesimal. So what 
about the bulk of printed matter? To 
reach the imagination of its wide and 
widely spread public it needs pic- 
tures in addition to the printed word. 

Not many South Africans have 
experienced a snow-storm; most South 
Africans have seen snow scenes in 


fims. When they read a book with its 


setting in Alaska, this remembered 
film helps them to "see" the scene. 

It is not likely that anyone who 
has read the great Russian novelists 
will want to see a filmed "War and 
Peace" or “Brothers Karamasov"; 


the 





film image, superimposed on the image 
in the reader’s mind, disturbs the 
effect of the book. On the other 
hand, the film might be a help to the 
reader who reads the book for the 
first time after he has seen the film 
which supplies him with a ready-made 
image illustrating what he reads. In 
this sense, as a strengthening of the 
reader’s imagination, audio-visual 
material becomes an important tool in 
the library of our country. 


AT A DISADVANTAGE 


South Africa’s cultural background 
is Europe and our literature, to a 
great extent, originated in Europe. 
This means that it was written for a 
reader who knows the writer’s Europe; 
the South African reader is at a dis- 
advantage because he stands outside 
this unity. He is united by geo- 
graphical and climatic experiences 
with the South African writer, and to 
his imagination the bare greatness of 
the veld and the Johannesburg loca- 
tion are realities. 

If the literary tradition of Europe 
is to survive in South Africa, audio- 
visual work in our libraries must aim 
at giving the reader the background, 
the images, which he needs for its 
full understanding and appreciation. 

This need becomes particularly 
urgent when we consider the other 
great influence in our cultural life, 
the stream of books from the United 
States. 

The average South African has a 
clearer picture of the American back- 
ground than of the European scene, 
because the tremendous impact of 
films from America has conditioned 





him for the book with an American 
setting. American literature grew up 
almost parallel with the film, and it 
reached us in South Africa together 
with the film, The popularity of 
Westerns in this country is under- 
standable if one realises that the 
cowboy film is undoubtedly the best- 
known type of film in South Africa. 
Even the most immature reader can 
visualise the cowboy story because he 


has in his mind the illustration by 
film. 


One can go one step further and ana- 
lyse the universal popularity of two 
other types of reading out of this 
relation between literary and visual- 
ly inspired imagination:- the 
thriller does not need any illustra- 
tion, any visualising at all because 
it is an almost abstract problem in 
reasoning. And‘science fiction can 
exist in the reader’s mind without 
illustration or universal symbol: it 
is. fantasy of the technical age - 
your guess is as good as mine.

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FAMOUS BOOK ILLUSTRATORS 
M. Reitz. 


It is difficult to imagine that children in bygone 
centuries grew up without the attractive, gayly coloured 


picture books such as are on display now. 


Such child- 


ren’s books as existed were illustrated with crude 
woodcuts about the size of a postage stamp. They were 
mostly used to illustrate such exciting topics as an 


A.B.C. book! 


The great forerunner of modern 
book illustration was Thomas Bewick 
(1753-1828). He grew up in the 
English countryside and his wood- 
cuts reflect his delight in nature 
and in animals. The "Fables of 
Aesop", and "History of British 
birds" are two of his best-known 
works. In the collection of Nursery 
Rhymes by Opie many of his famous 
woodcuts have been reproduced to 
illustrate the rhymes. (Ask your 
regional librarian for a copy of 
this book if you have not got it in 
your library. ) 

Only at the beginning of the 19th 
century, and particularly in the 
Victorian age book illustration came 
into its own, when it was at last 
realised that children had a right 
to be amused instead of being ad- 
monished or informed, there were 
dozens of excellent draughtsmen 
available to illustrate children’s 
books. One of the earlier artists, 
Cruikshank, who was also Dickens’ 
first illustrator, made illustra- 
tions for Grimm’s fairy tales in 
1823. The Germans were so impressed 
by these pictures that they publish- 


ed them with the original text- a 
great distinction for a foreigner. 
Tenniel, the famous cartoonist of 
"Punch", holds a unique place in the 
history of book illustration. Lewis 
Carroll persuaded him to illustrate 
"Alice, and "Through the looking 
glass". There have been many other 
illustrators of "Alice" since 1856 
but Tenniel is still considered the 
best of all. He captured the spirit 
of the story perfectly, and kept as 
faithfully as possible to the text. 
Although he was a cartoonist, he 
never made caricatures of his illus- 
trations, as some of the others did. 
The period of the "classical" 
picture book dates from about 1877 - 
some 80 years ago, and centres 
around Walter Crame, Kate Greenaway, 
and Randolph Caldecott. These Eng- 
lish artists achieved international 
fame, - Kate Greenaway’s picture 
books were very popular on the Con- 
tinent, and Caldecott was even more 
appreciated in America than in Eng- 
land. Their work was chiefly made 
possible by the technical skill and 
vision of the English colour printer 
Evans. He printed in oil colours 
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from a series of wood-blocks, and 
the trio collaborated with him in 
full understanding of the possibili- 
ties and limitations of the new 
process. Crane’s best-known work 
is the "Baby’s opera", an illustra- 
ted book of old rhymes, set to music 
(1877). Although his human figures 
seem rather conventional and the 
children’s faces not very childish, 
Crane was outstanding as a designer 
and decorator, and the history of 
book illustration for children owes 
him a great debt. 

Kate Greenaway (1846-1901) and 
Caldecott (1846-1886), born in the 
same year and the same month, are 
better understood today than Crane. 
Kate Greenaway’s "Mother Goose" is a 
very dainty little book and her 
illustrations of the "Pied Piper of 
Hamelin" by Browning, is considered 
(Both these books 
She adopted 
a quaint and original style of dress 
for her children’s illustrations - 
the girls dressed in high-waisted 
frocks and wide bonnetts. Strangely 
enough, this particular style became 
the rage later in the 1890's in Eng- 
land; little bridesmaids and pages 
were dressed 4 la Greenaway at smart 
weddings! 

Caldecott was a very fine draughts- 
man who drew his inspiration from a 
country childhood. He showed great 
skill in expressing much in a few 
lines. Like Kate Greenaway his 
scenes are set in an earlier age, 
and his characters are dressed in 
18th century style. The story- 
telling quality of his pictures, and 
their humour, fascinates children and 
makes his picture books as popular 
today as they ever were. (e.g

His human 
and animal characters are real and 
vigorous a quality not found in the 
illustrations of Kate Greenaway or 
Walter Crane. Good as these three 
artists were, they were overshadowed 
by Beatrix Potter, whose books are 
still as much in demand as when they 
were written some 50 years ago. Her 
appeal is ageless, and it not sur- 
prising that Peter Rabbit and the 
other books in the series have been 
translated into many languages, 
including Afrikaans. 

The stories are simply told, but 
not without subtlety.

Clever and origi- 
nal pictures illustrate his amusing 
nonsense-rhymes, such as "Johnny 
Crow’s garden", in which

but the Bear, 

Had nothing to wear. 

So the Ape, 

Took his measure with a tape, 

In Johnny Crow’s garden 

No wonder children are still 
tickled by the antics of the immor- 
tal "Johnny Crow", 

There is a great difference be- 
tween the work of these late 19th 
and early 20th century illustrators, 
and the picture book that began to 
emerge between the two World Wars. 





BOOK ILLUSTRATORS 


The best children’s books in the 
nineteen-thirties came from America 
This surprising phenomenon is due 
not so much to local talent as to 
the influx of artists who emigrated 
to the New World as a result of poli- 
tical and economic upheavals in Eur- 
ope. Not only did they stimulate 
their fellow-craftsmen by their 
example, but they brought fresh 
life into picture book illustration 
The intermingling of cultures from 
the Old and the New World has re- 
sulted in a great variety and abund- 
ance of illustrated books, charac- 
terised by bold colours and striking 
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Some artists show their 
Hungarian or Russian peasant tradi- 
tion in their outspokenness of col- 
our; others, particularly those of 
French origin, have a more sophisti- 
cated air. It is interesting to 
note that many artists seem to find 
more freedom of expression in the 
illustration of children’s books 
than in ancther form of art. 

Illustrating children’s books has

Every week they still pour in for 
review - up to a dozen war books 
at a time: thick and thin, plain and 
fancy, good, bad and indifferent, in 
the tired, stiff English of profes- 
sional soldiers retired to Chelten- 
ham, and the racier styles of former 
conscripts long shaken down again in 
Clvvy street. 

The spate of books on World War ITI 
seems never-ending, and you don’t 
see a tenth of them reviewed. There 
isn’t space. Most are stories of 
escape, accounts of some campaign or 
exploit, or just memoirs 

Of the novels, it is hard to name 
one of the calibre of Remarque’s 
"All Quiet on the Western Front ", 
the classic of World War I. Many 
war books appeared even before the 
war had ended, and to-day, 13 years 
later, they still continue to come 
off the press. 

After the Kaiser’s war some years 
elapsed before most war books saw 
print. It was "All Quiet" that set 


the tone, and after it came the

When the Native Affairs Department 
decided that Sterkspruit would be a 
more convenient centre for opera- 
tions in the Native Trust Territory 
on the northern border of the Cape 
Province than Herschel, everybody 
moved - but the library stayed in 
Herschel, seventeen miles away. So 
Sterkspruit applied for membership 
of the Provincial Library Service, 
and in May 1957 a depot was opened 
in a little 8’ x 9° room at the 
tennis clubhouse. 

The library proved so popular that 
the room was quickly too small, for 
even the reading public of Herschel 
joined the new library, despite 
having their ow! The membership is 
to-day over ninety, although it had 
passed the 100 mark previously. 
Transfers are fairly frequent, so 
the figure tends to fluctuate. 

The committee made several at- 
tempts to get funds for the building 
of a proper library, by approaching 
various departments, but with no 
success so far, although the Native 
Affairs Department is still consider- 
ing the matter. 

een congestion became too 
serious for further delay, so the 
librarian approached her committee 
chairman, who happened fortunately 
to be the tennis committee chairman 
too, for permission to enclose the 
piece of verandah of the clubhouse 
adjacent to the library. He re- 
ferred the matter to a general 
meeting - which accepted the request 


unanimously, at‘ a meeting at the end 
of August. 

Meanwhile, the tennis practice- 
wall fell down in October 1957. 

This was a momentous occurence for 
the library, for the librarian appro- 
priated the bricks, which were still 
lying there, and building began. By 
early September the walls were up to 
the roof, the door had been built in, 
and a window which had been donated 
to the library was in position. All 
this work was done with labour sup- 
plied voluntarily by members of the 
library. The room so added to the 
library more than doubles the space 
available, and means that the adult 
children’s sections can be separated, 
and members will be able to get into 
the library without playing sardines! 
Previously, three members changing 
books at the same time constituted a 
crowd! 

When the walls have been plastered 
and painted, and the new shelving 
installed, Sterkspruit will have a 
library to be proud of, and all 
credit is due to the librarian and 
her members, who care sufficiently 
about their library to act on their 
own initiative for its improvement.
